PROPOSALS ARE ASKED 
BY BISHOP CANDLER 


Several Cities Are Bidding 
for the Eastern University. 
Committee Will Shortly 
Announce Its Choice. 


Birmingham, Ala. June 17.—Dallias, 
Texas, will get the Methodist univer- 
sity to be located west of the Missis- 
sippi river according to formal an- 
nouncement of a special commission 
named at the recent general conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, recently held in Oklahoma City, 
which is in session here. The commis- 
sion was empowered to handle the 
“situation growing out of the break 
with Vanderbilt university. 

The location of the school of theol- 
ogy and the university to be located 
east of the Mississippi has not been 
decided upon. 

Statement by Bishop Candler. 

The commission through its chair- 
man, Bishop Warren A. Candler, issued 
the following statement tonight: 

“Among the main duties with which 
the general conference charged the 
commission was that it provide at the 
earliest possible time for the estab- 
lishment of a school of theology 
where young men may be prepared for 
the ministry of the church. 

“The action of the general confer- 
ence authorized the commission to 
establish this school of theology sep- 
arate from any other institution of 
learning or in connection with some 
institution under the control and man- 
agement of the church. 

“The commission was also instruct- 
ed to consider the advisability of estab- 
lishing an institution or institutions of 
higher education.of the grade of a 
university, and it was empowered to 
receive and act on proposals for the 
establishment and location of such an 
institution or institutions. The gen- 
eral conference took also the following 
action ‘We express the belief that 
there should be east of the Mississippi 
river one such institution and one west 
of the Mississippi rfver.’ 

“In this meeting at Birmingham the 
commission carefully considered in 
évery detail the instructions given to 
it by the general conference and took 
the preliminary steps required to obey 
in full the orders given to it. 

“The Southern Methodist university, 
located at Dallas, Texas, will be the 
institution west of the Mississippi when 
all the details of the plan are fully 
and finally adjusted. 

Proposals Asked for Eastern School. 

“Bor the location of the school of 
theology and the university east of the 
Mississippi river several places are un- 
der consideration and the commission 
appointed a committee to consider 
these and any other places that may 
offer, and report its findings and rec- 
ommendations to an adjourned meet- 
ing of the commission within the next 
few weeks, when final action, will be 
taken. 

“The location of cuch 
in the place which may secure it will 
mean much to the community. It will 
bring a body of learned and conse- 
erated men in its faculty and a large 
bod, of students from every part of 
the south. The chairman of the com- 
mittee to receive and consider proposals 
from the various places which desire 
to secure it is Bishop Warren A. Can- 
dler, of Atlanta, who is chairman of 
the commission. 

“This movement promises great re- 
sults for the Methodist church and the 
general cause of Christian education 
in the south.” ' 

The Vanderbilt Case. 

The commission also considered the 
reconveying back to the eight original 
patronizing conferences all the rights 
the church may have in Vanderbilt 
university.

EUGENIC WEDDING LAW 
DECLARED TO BE VALID 


Madison, Wis., June 17.—The state 
‘supreme court today sustained the con- 
stitutionality of the eugenic marriage 
law, reversing the Milwaukee county 
circuit court. 

The law requires male applicants for 
license to undergo blood tests. Alfred 
A. Peterson refused a license on failure 
to present a medical certificate, started 
action to test the constitutionality of 
the measure. 

The law prescribes a fee of $3 to phy- 
sicians to make the required test. It 
was shown that four physicians refused 
to make the examination on ground 
that the fee was insufficient.

She was the sister of the 
late Dr. S. C Benedict, of Athens, 
president of the state health board, 
who died less than two weeks ago.

Because of a slight derangement 
caused by the heavy wind striking the 
Smoke stack, Atlanta’s new $15,000 
asphalt mixing plant could not operate 
Tuesdav afternoon and on Wednesday 
a force of mechanics were busy in an 
effort to put the plant in shape for 
Thursday morning when Engineer 
Nym Hurt expects to get started on 
Whitehall street between Mitchell and 
Garnett. 

Engineer Hurt explained Wednesday 
that he sincerely expected to start 
work during the early part of the 
week. It was estimated that it would 
not take longer than forty-eight hours 
to assemble the big plant, and every- 
thing was in readiness to begin Wed- 
nesday had it not been for the acci- 
dent at the plant. All the material for 
the Whitehall street job is ready to be 
mixed, in fact the stone for the foun- 
dation has already been crushed and 
moved up to the mixing machine locat- 
ed on South Boulevard. 

“I am as much disappointed over the 
delay as the Whitehall street mer- 
chants themselves,” explained Engin- 
eer Hurt. ‘‘We worked all day Sunday 
putting the plant in shape, and some 
of the men have been working at 
night. It is unfortunate that our plans 
have been broken up through accident. 

“However, you’ can state to the 
Whitehall merchants for me that the 
delay has not been intentional. It has 
been my purpose to finish up that work 
ahead of all other projects, and the 
only reason we have not made a show- 
ing is because I did not figure it good 
policy to start tearing up the present 
pavement and then have to stop work 
until the asphalt is mixed. I am hope- 
ful of Starting sometime Thursday, 
and I hope the merchants will be pa- 
tient for just a few days longer.”

London Specialist Examines 
Colonel’s Throat and Says 
He Must Not Speak. 


June 17.—Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt is suffering from an affec- 
tion of the larynx as a direct result 
of hardships endured in his recent Bra- 
Zilian trip. This will force him to 
abandon plans to take part as an ora- 
tor in the political campaign in the 
United States this fall and compel him 
to exercise the greatest care for 
months. The announcement of the ex- 
president’s disability was made after 
he had visited Sir St. Clair Thomson, 
a noted nose and throat specialist. 

The exertion of addressing the Royal 
yeographical society brought about a 
culmination of the weakness Colonel 
Roosevelt’s friends observed on his ar- 
rival in London. Colonel Roosevelt's 
voice gave him much trouble during 
the lecture and toward the end much 
huskiness developed. 

Dr. Thomson today, after a thorough 
examination, pronounced the verdict 
that Colonel Roosevelt must not at- 
tempt to speak in the open air or in- 
dulge in extended speechmaking for 
several months. The ex-president ac- 
cepted the situation cheerfully. He an- 
nounced that he would obey the doc-

TEXT OF STATEMENT 
BY HUERTA AGENTS. 

The Mexican statement outlines the 
substance of a memorandum dated 
June 12, which the Huerta delegates 
gave to the American delegates and to 
which the latter since have replied. 

The preface of the statement ex- 
plained that publication tonight was 
made because knowledge of the criti- 
cism already had reached representa- 
tives of the press. Continuing, the 
statement follows: 

“Thereis no reason for further con- 
cealment of the differences that has 
arisen between the American and Mex- 
ican delegations, to which the press 
has already referred, over the provis- 
ional government for Mexico which is 
at present under consideration. The 
Mexican delegation, adopting a prin- 
| ciple advanced by the mediating pleni- 
| potentiaries, agreed to the designation 
of provisional president of a neutral. 
its 
plan based on the condition that the 
provisional president shall be a consti- 
tutionalist. a condition which the 
Mexican delegation flatly rejected, of 
its own accord, and without even con- 
sulting its government. To put in 
writing the reason for the rejection, so 
that they might better be studied by 
the American delegates, the Mexican 
delegation addressed to them the mem- 
orandum mentioned, the chief consider- 
ations of which are the following: 
WASHINGTON PLAN

Consequently when the 
Washington government insists today 
on the designation of a constitutional- 
ist as provisional president, it favors 
' also from today the imposition of a 
revolutionary president at the elections. 
Such an attitude is bad for both coun- 
tries and for the chief of the revolu- 
tion (who will doubtless be its candi- 
date): bad for the two countries be- 
cause it will create a national senti- 
ment of hostility in the Mexican peo- 
ple, when a sympathetic reapproach- 
ment between them and the United 
States should be striven for; bad for 
Carranza and for his party because 
public opinion in Mexico, whose sus- 
ceptibility in the matter is well known 
to them, would ever accuse them of 
having brought about the intervention 
of a foreign nation to enable them to 
achieve power, and of wielding an au- 
thority submissive to a foreign gov- 
ernment. 

‘In the United States and in Euro- 
pean countries the influence of the gov- 
ernment in power on.eléctions is slight, 
if any. In Latin-American countries it 
is usually decisive, and, product of a 
revolution which believes in its right 
to power by conquest, a revolutionary 
government does not hesitate to set 
aside all law to trample on the pub- 
lic will.

WASHINGTON HEARS. 


Washington, June 17.—Official infor- 
mation reaching the Washington gov- 
ernment tonight from American Consul 
Edwards at Juarez, said General Fran- 
cisco Villa and General Venustiano 
Carranza, leaders of the constitution- 
alist movement in Mexico, had patched 
up their differences and Villa would 
proceed to take charge of the military 
movement against Zacatecas where the 
revolutionary forces recently met re- 
yerses. 

That General Villa had determined 
upon a break with Carranza and had 
demonstrated his attitude by imprison- 
ing some of the officers in the first 
constitutionalist chief's command was 
verified in reports to the state depart- 
ment. It was declared, however, that 
Villa’s action had served the purpose 
for which it was originated and that 
the conqueror of Torreon and Saltillo 
would command the military advance 
against Huerta from this time forth 
without interruption. 

Anxiety Is Relieved. 

The internecine disptue in the Mex- 
ican revolutionary ranks while media- 
tion at Niagara Falls rested had stirred 
officials here, but Consul Edwards’ 
message served ta relieve anxiety. 
Other officials dispatches received were 
to the effect that all of the principal 
officers of the revolutionary move- 
ment sided with Villa in his difference 
with the constitutionalist first chief 
over methods of procedure in the mili- 
tary campaign, and that Carranza had 
agreed that Villa should take supreme 
command in the military operations 
against the Huerta government. 

All of the military officers under 
Villa, including General Felipe An- 
geles, his chief of artillery and promi- 
nently mentioned as a candidate for 
provisional president of Mexico, were 
declared to have stood by Villa in his 
demonstrative revolt. 

According to the official dispatches 
between Carranza and

stated, instead that General Nateara 
should lead the assault and mapped out 
plans which Villa did not support. 

Villa Accused Politicians.

VILLA SENDS TROOPS 
TO ZACATECAS, 


Torreon, Coahuila, June 17.—General 
Panfilo Natera, commander of the new 
centpel division, was expected tonight 
from Zacatecas to discuss with General 
Villa the military situation. While in 
Torreon, Natera will be the guest of 
General Villa. 

General Villa today announced that 
so far as he had been able to send 8,500 
men toward Zacatecas. He hopes to 
have the rest of his forces near 
Zacatecas within a few days. The 
artillery brigade, commanded by Gen- 
eral Felipe Angeles, today started for 
the scene of operations. 

It was learned today that the federal 
forces at Zacatecas numbers between 
12,000 and 15,000 men, reinforcements 
said to be a part of the Saltillo garri- 
son having reached Zacatecas during 
the latter part of the week. In addi- 
tion to about 150 machine guns, the 
federals have several large field pieces. 

Though General Villa refused to dis- 
cuss plans, the impression prevailed 
that sustained artillery preliminaries 
must be won before attacks by in- 
fantry could be made. 


EXTRA SESSION ASKED 
BY DICTATOR HUERTA 


Mexico City, June. 17.—High officers 
of the Mexican government stated to- 
day that matters of great importance 
for the republic would be discussed at 
the extra session of the chamber of 
deputies, which would result in a com- 
plete restoration of peace.

Laredo, Texas, June 17.—Men who

Men of influence were hurried to the 


tenseness in the atmosphere which 
showed plainly how grave all consid- 
ered the situation. 

Foreigners who remain at Saltillo, 
and many constitutionalists themselves, 
expressed the opinion that should a 
final break between Villa and Carranza 
occur, intervention by the United States 
would result. 

Natera’s Ill-Advised Attack. 

The threatened break between the 
two constitutionalist leaders undoubt- 
edly had its origin, those who reached 
here today declared, in the unexpected 
and apparently ill-advised attack 
General Panfilo Natera on Zacatecas. 
Natera, it was said, was extremely 
anxious to take the town before Villa 
arrived on the scene to share the glory 
of the conquest. Villa, it was said, re- 
sented Natera’s recent promotion to 
general of division. 

Natera did not await orders to at- 
tack the town and in a desperate as- 
sault on La Bouffa, a hill which com- 
mands the town, was said to have lost 
between 2,000 and 3,000 men in killed 
and wounded, a large percentage of 
his force, which is said to have num- 
bered 12,000 men, but which could 
hardly have been so large as reported. 
He asked help of Villa and it is said 
he was told to fight his own battles 
and that as he had gotten himself into 
a scrape by not following instructions, 
he must extricate himself alone. 

It igs said Carranza then intervened 
and ordered Villa to go to Zacatecas 
and ald Natera. It was inferred that 
Villa understood this order to mean 
that he was not to supersede Natera in 
command. It also was said that Gen- 
erals. Benavides and Ortega, whose 
troops were to have formed the rein- 
forcements, declined to serve under 
Natera’s command, although they said 
they would with Villa. It was rumored 
Villa agreed to go to Zacatecas‘if he 
was in supreme command. It is known 
that there was an interchange of mes- 
sages between Villa and Carranza and 
that these were followed by Villa's res- 
ignation. 

Carranza Not Recognized. 

It was reported a_ representative 
from each of Villa’s brigade was to 
come to Saltillo to consult with Car- 
ranza about Villa’s successor, but they 
had not arrived early Tuesday and it 
was reported then in Saltillo that in- 
stead they sent a message signed by 
Villa iand fourteen generals saying that 
they no longer recognized Carranza as 
first chief of the constitutionalist army, 
but that they would continue to operate 
independently against Huerta, the com- 
mon enemy. “Come with us or remain 
away, aS you choose,” was said to be 
the purport of the message. . 

It was reported in Saltillo that in 
following out his plan two brigades 
already have left Torreon for Saltillo, 
to operate under Villa, who was ex- 
pected to leave Wednesday. 

A statement was promised by Car- 
ranza’ for the press, but its delivery 


was délaved and it was understood that 
it had not been presented up to noon 
Tuesday.

tionalist gunboat Tampico was sunk | 
today by the federal gunboat Guerrero | 
in twenty-two fathoms of water, leav- | 
ing the Guerrero the sole surviving 
warship representing either faction on 
the west coast of Mexico. The battle 
began at 8:20 a. m. and lasted until | 


noon. 

The rebels lost ten killed and ten 
wounded; the federals none. In despair 
at the outcome Captain Malpico and 
his chief engineer, after fighting with 
great bravery against heavy odds, 
committed suicide. 

The Tampico, which was on the way | 
from Topolobampo to Mazatlan, was 
in no condition to fight when the 
more heavily armed Guerrero, bound 
south from Guaymas in chase, over-| 
hauled her. 

Captain Malpico appealed to the 
American destroyers Perry and Preble, | 
which were following the Mexican ves- 
sels, for a tow to Altata, where the 
Tampico hoped to take refuge in shal- 
low water. The laws of neutrality pre-| 
vented the American commanders from | 
complying, but the Perry and Peble! 
and the cruiser New Orleans, 
Wag accompanying them, were able to; 
save many from drowning when the 
Tampico sank and to give surgical aid 
to the wounded.

CATTLE TICK TERRITORY 
IS BEING NARROWED 


Washington, June 17.—Eradication 
the cattle tick has resulted in a 
strong impetus being given to the cat- 
tle and dairy industries, according to 
officials of the department of agricul- 
ture today. This conclusion was reach- 
ed as the result of a study of replies 
received from over one thousand stock- 
men and farmers in eleven states 
bordering on the quarantine line to a 
department circular letter asking for 
information in regard to the results 
of tick eradication which has been in 
progress in the south and southwest 
since 1906. The states affected in- 
cluded Alabama, Arkansas, California, 
Georgia, Mississippi, North and South 
Carolina, Oklahoma, Tennessee, Texas 
and Virginia. Some replies expressed 
increase in value of cattle since the 
tick eradication began in percentage, 
but the majority were in monetary 
value per head. The 
for the eleven states was $9.76 per 
head. The average per cent of gain in 
weight of cattle subsequent to tick 
eradication for the entire territory was 
19.14. Far more flattering were re- 
plies concerning the increase in qual- 
ity of cattle since tick eradication, the 
average for the eleven states being 
26.91 per cent, which shows, 
say, that cattle in the tick-free sec- 
tions are now one-fourth better in 
grade or quality than under quaran- 
conditions. The average losses 
caused by Texas fever before tick 
eradication be 
were 13 per cent, or slightly over one- 
eighth of the total cattle. The annual 
loss from deaths alone caused by 
fever was approximately $34,900,000.

Government-Printed School Books. 

Representative Dudley M. Hughes, of 
Georgia, proposes in the interest of 
public education to have the govern- 
ment printing office print school books. 

A bill to extend the facilities of the 
big government printery to the various 
state superintendents of ducation, 
which, if adopted, would deal a death 
blow to the school book monopoly, was 
introduced in the house today. 

Of course, each state which had its 
school books printed by the govern- 
ment would have to Keep in view the 
copyright laws and would be charged 
the actual cost of printing. Even at 
this rate the cost of text books would 
be cut in half. 

Representative Hughes for purposes 
of comparison asked the public printer 
what would be the cost of the depart- 
ment of agriculture year book, the book 
on “Diseases of the Horse” and “Dis- 
eases of Cattle.” He was informed that 
the first two would be $1 each and the 
last would cost at least 65 cents, and 
that private printers would charge 
twice as much as the government print- 
ing office charges for the public docu- 
ments it supplies. 


The Good Roads Bill. 


A substitute for the Shackleford 
good roads bill, which has already 
passed the house, will in all probabil- 
ity be perfected tomorrow in the sen- 
ate committee on postoffices and post 
roads. 

The house has twice passed a good 
roads bill, but the senate has pigeon- 
holed it. The indications are that the 
measure will finally be passed at the 
present session, and this big work of 
internal improvemeit inaugurated. 

The Shackleford bill carries 25,- 
000,000 to be distributed among the 
states according to mileage of roads 
of three grades of improvement. At 
the conclusion of the senate,committee 
miIneeting today no agreement had been 
reached as to the amount the com- 
mittee would approve.

Pilot and Aid of Springfield, 
Thought Dead, Are Found 
in Oregon. 


Portland, Ore., June 17.—Roy Don- 
aldson and Wilbur Henderson, pilot and 
aid of the balloon Springfield, are safe. 
The men, for whom rangers and search- 
ing parties have been combing the 
woods for days, staggered into the 
forest rangers’ camp at Walker's 
Prarie today. 

The Springfield was forced to descend 
at 8 o’clock last Friday morning on a 
rocky slope of Table mountain about 
18 miles on a direct line from Walker's 
Prarie ranger station. The aeronauts 
had wandered about until this morning, 
living on half rations of uncooked food. 
Donaldson said the balloon was 
wrecked.

Williams and A. Mitchel, the 
stationed at Walker's 
Prairie, were astonished when the two 
aeronauts staggered up one of the 
paths leading trom a nearby creek and 
fell exhausted at the cabin door.

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SEN. THOMAS KNOCKS 
MODERN CONDITIONS 


Tells Georgia Graduates They 
Must Arrest Evils of the 
Present Day. 


Athens, Ga., June _ 17.—(Special.)— 
Senator Charles S. Thomas, of Colorado, 
delivered the baccalaureate address be- 
fore the class of 1914 at the University 
of Georgia today in the historic chapel. 
A native of Georgia, here during the 
war and remaining here till the recon- 
struction was well under way, he went 
west, following Greeley’s advice, forty- 
three years ago, and now 
the southland for a visit. 

Senator Thomas paid a tribute to the 
old times, praised the record of the re- 
construction period and reviewed the 
conditions of the south of today. He 
alluded to the new commercial and in- 
dustrial conditions of these times, 
which “have brought enormous wealth 
to some and lessened the opportunity 
for the many.” Said the speaker: 
“Luxury and ostentation Keeping pace 
with our widening circles of achieve- 
ment and of effort have sown far an 
wide the fecund seeds of envy and dis- 
content. Justice fettered by ancient 
technical and expensive methods of 
procedure is delayed to all and denied 
to many. 

“The standards of public morality 
have been degraded and forgotten in 
the universal greed which tinds ex- 
pression in the mad rush for wealth. 
Corruption is so frequent it is familiar. 
, . «. These conditions cannot con- 
tinue as they are; they must improve— 
or become malignant. They will im- 
prove only through the earnest effort 
of earnest men. They will grow worse 
if disregarded. To arrest the progress 
of public evils; to bring man to better 
understanding of rights and duties; to 
adjust men to better and safer rela- 
tions in the modern mechanism of an 
industrial age; to restore government 
to normal functions; to bring it the 
loyalty and devotion of all classes of 
men; to restore equality of opportun- 
itv; to reconcile class antagonisms to a 
mutual understanding—these are some 
of the tasks which the young men of 
today must assume if they would pre- 
serve free institutions for their chil- 
dren. 

“The fundamental evils of modern 
society are expressed in universal dis- 
respect for law and the indifference of 
the individual to his political duties 
obligations.”

sexes, if not more strongly upon the man. 


Oncé he is senSsible of that fact, he is apt to 


disregard ancient quibbles and be franker 
with himself before he infringes the moral 
code. To intimate that intensive shepherd- 
ing of girls alone will bring the desired re- 
sults is to bow down to sophistry. To place 
one sex on guard and minimize the other 
will lead to futility. 


RURAL CREDITS FOR GEORGIA. 


Beginning with July 18, Georgia and the 
southern states generally are to have their 
first genuine taste of the long-debated rural 
credits through the operation of the North 
American Mortgage Company, organized as 
a result of the initiative of Edwin P. Ansley, 
of Atlanta. Incorporation papers’. will 
shortly be filed. 

The project is the direct outgrowth of the 
recent tour made through Georgia by Chi- 
cago capitalists, attracted here by Mr. 
Ansley’s representations. Everywhere these 
hard-headed business men went they were 
impressed by the advantages of Georgia asa 
field for investment on farm lands. And 
everywhere they went bankers and farmers 
welcomed them as promising to co-operate 
in the inauguration of a new era in farm 
finance. 

The North American Mortgage Company 
is to work in co-operation with the Ansley 
Investment Company. 
care of 20-year farm mortgage loans, on the 
amortization plan. The former will handle 
the short term, 5-year loans. Upon both 
classes, payments on principal and interest 
have been worked out on an exceedingly 
moderate basis. 

The incorporators named are: J. H. Mc- 
Namara, J. H. Prentiss, T. M. Knox, W. J. 
McNamara, W. P. Kent, T. B. Felder and 
S.H. Fuller. The initial capital is placed at 
$500,000, with the privilege of increasing to 
$2,000,000. 

The interest manifested in the plan by 
substantial farmers and business men of 
Georgia is an earnest that it will become an 
important factor in relieving the farm 
finance problem of Georgia and other south- 
ern states.

Cuba is a long, lean island lying in the 
back yard of the United States, south of 
Florida. It is a republic, subject to good 
behavior, but its constitution guarantees it 
the privilege of being spanked by this coun- 
try whenever it tries to Mexicanize itself. 

Cuba is about 750 miles long and from 
100 to 200 miles wide. It is low and sandy, 
with breakings out vf small :nountains in 
spots, and has a climate that would grow 
leaves on a hardwood floor. Birds, bees, 
bugs, flowers, trees and malaria are so thick 
in Cuba that man has to fight for room for 
himself. However, there are no wild beasts 
to speak of since Weyler and his hired help 
left about fifteen years ago, when General 
Shafter and Colonel Gorgas, of the United

States army, exterminated both the Spanish 
rovernment and the yellow fever-bearing 
mosquito. These were the two most fatal 
diseases in Cuba, and since their disappear- 
ance the population has increased so rapidly 
that Cuba now has more people than lowa 
and almost as many as Chicago. 

Cuba is so hot that clothes 
merely for style. The banana 
there, and the poor man harvests five 
of pineapples a year. 3ut what has 
Cuba rich is her sugar and tobacco. Cuba 
produces half the cane sugar of the world, 
and almost all of the good cigars. The United 
States takes almost all of the sugar, but a 
few of the cigars escape to Europe, where 
they can be found after a very painful 
search by the American tourist. 

Cuba was discovered by Columbus in 
1492, and he st@pposed it to be part of the 
main land. It was very unlucky for Cuba 
that this was not the case, as it enabled 
Spain to hold the island for over 400 years. 
As often as a new crop of Cuban patriots 
could be grown, the island revolted, but it 
had very little success until the Maine- was 
blown up in Havana harbor. The explosion 
was the greatest on record. It blew the 
Spanish out of the Western hemisphere and 
made Cuba a republic. 

Since then, Cuba has been very prosper- 
ous. It has a fine modern constitution which 
it has learned how to operate after one fail- 
ure, when W. H. Taft had to go down and 
steer the republic for a short time. The 
United States has sat by the elbow of the 
Cuban government for about five years in 
all. In those five years yellow fever was 
abolished, the ends of the island were con- 
nected by railroad, the school attendance was 
tripled,. good roads were built and several 
thousand tons of dirt were dug out of 
Havana and Santiago. And yet, when the 
United States tried to intervene in Mexico 
some of the Mexicans objected. 

Cuba is supposed to be a light brown re- 
public, ‘but this is not the case. More than 
half the population are native born, lily 
white Cubans, and another quarter are Span- 
ish and other whites. But the negro is as 
good as the white man in Cuba, and votes 
with him side by side. This ought to attract 
an enormous immigration from the southern 
states, and it would if Cuba was astute 
enough to raise more chickens and water- 
melons.

L’Echo de Paris has revived the romantic 
sentiment to bring from Vienna 
of the Duc de Reichstadt, 
the king of Rome (and in the drama 
“L’Aiglon,” the Eaglet), for burial in the 
tomb of his father, the great Napoleon ‘ 

This poor boy, who was baptized Na- 
poleon Francis Joseph Charles, was the son 
of Napoleon I. and Marie Louise. arch- 
duchess of Austria. He was born on March 
20, 1811, in Paris at the palace of the 
Tuileries, and was named King of Rome 
in his cradle Impatient of all restraint 
he died largely a victim of physical ex- 
cesses, July 22, 1832. He was called by the 
Bonapartists Napoleon MII, Napoleon abdi- 
cated in favor of his son, but events pre- 
vented the reign of Napoleon II. from being 
more than one of mere title. While 
Napoleon was on his first exile in Elba his 
wife and child went to Vienna, where thev 
remained during the hundred‘ days that pre- 
ceded Waterloo in 1815, despite efforts made 
by the Bonapartists to carry the boy to his 
father at Paris. The title of duke of 
Reichstadt was conferred on this little prince 
on July 22, 1818, and Napoleon, then the 
prisoner of St. Helena, who once said that 
he would prefer that his son should be 
strangled rather than brought 1 as an 
Austrian prince, had lived to see son 
bearing a rank inferior to that the 
Austrian archdukes. The title of duke of 
Reichstadt was derived from lands in north- 
ern Bohemia.

Dogs as Artillery Horses. 
(Paris Letter to The London Globe.) 
The first army corps is said to be con- 

sidering the adoption of dogs for hauling

artillery. The dogs in question are the hie 
Flemish animals, which are largely utilized 
in the north of France for dragging milk 
carts and other vehicles. 

From the economic standpoint 
a good deal to be said in favor of 
placement of the horse by the dog 
light artillery is concerned. A good 
dog can be bought for 100 franes, 
cost of feeding it does not 
centimes a day. The lowest price of an 
artillery horse is 400 franes, and the daily 
cost of its upkeep amounts to 2 francs. In 
other words, the first cost of the horse is 
at least four times as great, and it 
four times as much to feed. Moreover, 
100 francs it is possible to buy a dog in 
much better condition than the majority o8 
the French artillery horses.

WILSON EXPLAINS 
TO SATISFY JEWS 


Washington, June 17.—One paragraph 
in President Wilson’s address at the 
dedication of the American university 
here May 27, which caused some dis- 
cussion among Jews, brought an in- 
quiry to Mr. Wilson from Herman Bern- 
stein, of Hollis, Ky., and drew from 
the president a disavowal of any inten- 
tion to discriminate against Judaism. 

The incident is treated in correspon- 
dence made public today. 

“Scholarship,” said the president in 
the address referred to, “has never, so 
far as I can this moment recall, been 
associated with any religion except the 
religion of Jesus Christ.” 

Mr. Bernstein wrote the president 
that “true scholarship has ever been 
the very essence and foundation of Ju- 
daism,” and that it seemed to him “un- 
fair to exclude Judaism from the re- 
ligion with which scholarship has been 
intimately associated.” 

The president’s reply was: 

“T am sorry that there should have 
been any unfair implication in what 
I said at the opening of the American 
university. You may be sure that 
there was nothing of the kind in my 
mind, or very certainly nothing in my 
thoughts that would discriminate in the 
important matter you speak of against 
Judaism. 

“T find that one of the risks and pen- 
alties of extemporaneous speaking is 
that you do not stop to consider th 
whole field, but address yourself merey 
to the matter directly in hand. 7”

ACCUSED U. S. JUDGE. 
LAUDED BY ROOSEVELT 


Grafton, W. Va., June 17.—Making 
public a letter written by Colonel Theo- 
dore Roosevelt to his father, Judge A. 
G. Dayton, of the United States dis- 
trict court, Arthur Dayton here today 
outlined the defense Judge Dayton will 
make against the charge of Representa- 
tive M. M. og of West Virginia, 
in the house that he was guilty of “high 
crimes and misdemeanors.” he letter, 
written in New York May 29, 1914, just 
before Colonel Roosevelt sailed for Eu- 
rope, follows: 

“Tt is a matter of the simplest jus- 
tice to you to say that-I appointed 
you wholly without solicitation, because 
as a congressman I had learned to re- 
spect and admire you. At that time 
I had directed that an investigation of 
Judge Jackson’s conduct be made by 
the department of justice. 

“Whenever I disagreed with you in 
any given course I could always count 
upon your action with really lofty dis- 
interestedness of purpose and a desire 
to follow the dictates of your own con- 
science.

JOINT NAVY PROPOSED 
FOR 8 LEADING NATIONS 


| Boston, June 17.—One navy for the 
eight leading nations of the world is 
the aim of a plan drawn up for the 
world peace foundation to be sent to 
Secretary of State Bryan and Secre- 
tary of the Navy Daniels. The nations 
are Germany, the United States, Japan, 
Great Britain, Italy, Austria, France 


and Russia. 

The plan proposes a joint convention 
of these nations to reduce their arma- 
ments, which may be used jointly if 
any one of the nations is attacked by 
reason of the reduction, the contract- 
ing parties engaging to postpone any 
resort to force until an international 
commission of inquiry shall have ren- 
dered its report. 


GOVERNMENT ATTACKED 
BY MASTER PLUMBERS 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 17.—Deny- 
ing that the National Association of 
Master Plumbers is a trust or attempts 
to practice monopoly, Christopher Irv- 
ing, of Denver, president of that or- 
ganization, in his address at the open- 
ing of its annual convention here, 
scored the methods of the federal de- 
partment of justice. After telling of 
the indictment of thirty-six members 
of the association by a federal grand 
jury at Des Moines, Iowa, for alle ed 
conspiracy in restraint of trade, Mr. 
Irving said: 

“More than 160 special agents of the 
United States government, I am in- 
formed, have been turned loose to pry 
into the affairs of our national and 
state organizations. They have in- 
vaded our offices and our files, sum- 
moning scores to undergo examina- 
tion, and ‘they have taken records, 
some of which have not been returned 


Oo us. 

“In short, this great organization of 
honest, law-abiding American business 
men has been made the subject of a 
prying espionage that is un-American 
and outrageous.”

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Great Hole Torn in Kaiser Wil- 
helm II. by the Grain 


Steamer Incemore. 


Southampton, June 17.—The North 
German Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wilhelm 
Il., which left Southampton shortly 
after noon today for New York with 
a thousand pass¢ngers, is anchored to- 
night off Netley, 3 miles to the south- 
east, with a big hole in her side amid- 


1 caused by a collision with the 
Liverpool grain steamer Incemore, 
from a Black sea port for Antwerp. 

The Incemore, a smaller craft than 
the German’ steamer, is in dock here 
with her bows badly smashed. 

The collision occurred in the Eng- 
lish channel ig a fog. Just how it oc- 
Curred and which vessel was respon- 
Sible could not be ascertained tonight. 
Officers of the Kaiser Wilhelm II. re- 
fuse to ive out any information. 
Scant details came from the lncemore. 
That vessel, those on board said, vir- 
tually had stoped because of the dan- 
ger of continuing under way in a 
thick fog, when suddenly there loom- 
ed up just ahead of her the Kaiser 
Wilhelm, 

Both captains did their best to avoid 
a collision, but the Incemore struck 
the liner on the starboard side amid- 
ships. The impact crumpled tp her own 
bows and tore a big gap in the Kaiser 
Wilhelm’s | side. Those aboard the 
Incemore believed the hole was en- 
tirely above the waterline. 

The two steamers stood by each 
other until it was ascertained neither 
needed immediat\ assistance; then both 
started slowly fo. Southampton. 

The forepeak of the Incemore rapid- 
ly filled with water, but the bulkhead 
confined it there and she managed to 
crawl into port. There it was found 
the damage to the bows extended for 
a length of twelve feet and a width of 
ten feet. 

Rammed at Right Angles. 

London, June 17.—The London office 
of the North German Lloyd company 
made the following statement tonight: 

“The Kaiser Wilhelm II. was run into 
at 3:30 o’clock this afternoon by the 
steamer Incemore in a dense fog ten 
miles ‘southeast of St. Catherine’s Point. 
The Incemore rammed the Kaiser Wil- 
helm at right angles and scraped along 
for some distance, but the water-tight 
doors in the bulkheads kept back the 
water, which leaked into one compart- 
ment. Directly the fog came on Cap- 
tain Dah! had closed his’ water-tight 
doors to be ready for any jcontingency. 

“The Kaiser Wilhelm II. has a hole 
below the waterline, nearly amidships, 
but the extent of the damage has not 
been ascertained. After waiting on the 
spot for half an hour the Kaiser re. 
turned to Southampton. 

“No one on board was injured. The 
boats were gotten ready for swinging 
out, but were not swung out. There 
was no excitement. Captain Dahl de- 
cided to come into dock so as to be 
ready in the morning for an examina- 
tion by divers. The intention is to 
have the necessary repairs done at 
Southampton, so that the Kaiser Wil- 
helm can return to Bremerhaven.” 

The Kaiser Wilhelm carried 152 first 
cabin passengers, 188 in the second 
cabin and 700 in the third, with a crew 
of 640. 

A message to Lloyds from Southamp- 
ton describes the damage sustained by 
the Kaiser Wilhelm II. as “serious.” 

The fog was general off the southern 
coast. and the steamer Copsewood, of 
Middlesboro, Grimsby for Newport, 
which arrived tonight at Cowes, an- 
nounced that she had been in collision 
with the German steamer Etruria, New 
Orleans or Hamburg. The Copsewood 
sustained damage on the port quarter.

Toledo, Oio, July 17.—The first skir- 
mish between administration and in- 
surgent factions of the Modern Wood- 
men of America today provoked a call 
for police and threatened to disrupt the 
convention.

ROBERT £. LEE URGED 
AS NOBLEST EXEMPLAR 


ble Portion of the Soldier’s 
Spirit for the South. 


r’ 


Lexington, Va., June 17.—‘“If I had 
one wish more than another for the 
south, it would be that a double por- 
tion of the spirit of General Robert 
E. Lee should fall upon them and that 
those who lead should receive his 
mantle and worthily wear it.” 

So declared Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels in an address today at Wash- 
ington and Lee university annual com- 
mencement exercises. The secretary's 
earnest message to the students was, 
“Get a hero,” and he urged them to 
choose Lee as their exemplar, pointing 
out that their future would be marked 
by the sort of heroes they chose. 

Lee Noblest Exemplar. 

“We are all hero worshipers—or we 
should be—and I give you the example 
of the perfect product of what worship 
of the noblest hero can produce in urg- 
ing you to choose Lee as your exemplar, 
as Lee chose Washington,” he said. 

“I cannot tell you the alchemy or 
the transmigration by which one who 
worships a great man comes to par- 
take of the qualities of the object of 
the worship.” 

secretary Daniels said that he had 
recently received in response to letters 
to former students of Lee their esti- 
mates of the man which he said gave 
him better insight into Lee as a teach- 
er and a comrade than all the histories 
and biographies. “Those old’ boys,”’ 
said he, “who wrote me saw as: Lee 
that not even his soldiers saw.” 

Declaring that the biggest thing in 
g0ing to college was not what a stu- 
dent gets out of text-books or from 
lectures, the secretarv expressed the 
belief that students in the large col- 
leges were not receiving the inspiring 
comradeship and leadership of that 
Class of teachers who give more of 
themselves to their classes than they 
KFive of the books. Lee's sympatheti¢ 
nature and evinced interest in each 
one personally is the ideal for those 
who aspire to teach youths, the secre- 
tary declared. 

“IT envy,” he said, “the man who had 
the privilege, when boys, of sitting at 
the feet of Lee.” 

Failure Not Failure. 

Secretary Daniels declared that Lee 
brought all the world to see that: fail- 
ure was not failure, but that it was 
in reality the triumph of devotion to 
duty “which endures after the tumult 
and the shouting end.” He spoke of 
the statesmanship and courage shown 
by Lee, when, seeing that: there was 
no hope for victory, he laid down his 
Sword at Appomattox to devote the 
rest of his lite to teaching the young 
men of the south, 

“Sometimes I shudder,” said the sec- 
retary, “to think what would have 
been the fate of the south in its su- 
preme hour of need if a great man; if 
the leader of the army, had not been 
big. enough and brave engugh to ad- 
mit that victory was impossible. 

“Most soldiers in Lee's place would 
have been tempted to listen to the re- 
peated counsels to send the army into 
the fastnesses of the mountains and 
the inaccessible swamps, and keep up 
an interminable warfare rather than 
to save their men and their countrv 
by facing conditions and making the 
most of them. There were not want- 
ing brave soldierst who favored this 
course. Suppose such a one had been 
in command! Who can imagine the 
horrors and woes of the men and wom- 
en of the south? And when Lee 
'sheathed his sword he sheathed it. When 
he recognized that there was no hope 
for victory and that surrender was the 
course of wisdom, with him the war 
was over. How many of our brave 
Soldiers lost their opportunity for serv- 
ice in peace by failure to turn their 
faces to the future and by not recog- 
nizing and embracing the truth that 
‘peace hath her victories no less re- 
nowned than war.’ 

Harking Back to War. 

“In almost every section of 
country, north and south, officers 
turned to their homes with no asset 
except to hark back to the war and 
to redebate the issues and questions 
that stirred the country before Sum- 
ter. You Know and [I know men of 
parts who never achieved the place to 
which ‘their abilities entitled them, be- 
cause, instead of following the exam- 
ple of Lee, they gave theniselves ‘al- 
most wholly up to continual living 
over the war and debating the conten- 
tions that were settled by arbitrament 
of arms, thereby separating themselves 
and their activities from the re-es- 
tablishment of property in their sec- 
tions. 

“Do not misunderstand me. It 
the duty of § historians to tell 
south’s story and to present its 
and duties and to teach to the vouths 
of the south that their fathers fought 
for rights guaranteed them by the con- 
stitution. The temper of the

ket was higher today, on a bullish pri- 
vate crop report, apprehensions that 
heavy rains, privately reported in 
north Texas, might foreshadow a re- 
newal of crop complaints from that 
quarter and reports that both local 
spot houses and Liverpool] straddle in- 
terests were buying July. Closing 
rices were steady at a net advance of

There were overnight selling orders 
around the ring at the start, but the 
opening was 1 to 4 points higher, and 
after some little irregularity, the mar- 
ket’ showed increasing firmness. Liv- 
erpool was better than due and the 
report of a local authority, indicating 
that the crop outlook had deteriorated 
more than 2 per cent between May 25 
and June 10 seemed to inspire con- 
siderable covering as well as some 
fresh buying for long account. De- 
mand did not broaden materially on 
the advance, but selling was restricted 
in spite of the favorable’ detailed 
weather reports and active positions 
showed net gains of from 12 to 16 
points at one time during the after- 
noon.
